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Section 1. The Nebraska Wnen, | nfants, and Children

Program Advisory Board is created. The board shall consist of the

following nenbers appointed by the Governor with the approval of the

Legislature. Wthin thirty days after January 1. 2008. the Governor

shall appoint eight nenbers for terns of two years and nine nenbers

for terns of four years. Each succeeding nenber of the board shall be

appointed for a term of four years, except that a nenber appointed to

fill a vacancy shall serve for the unexpired term If the lLegislature

isS not in_ session when nenbers of the board are appointed, such

nenbers shall take office and act as appointees until the next

session of the legislature. The nenbers of the board shall include:

(1) Two wholesalers of authorized products for the state

W C program aut hori zed under section 71-2227;

(2) Two nmanufacturers of authorized products for the state

W C proaram

(3) Five qgrocery store representatives. one representing a

national grocery chain, one representing a regional grocery chain., two

representing single store operators. and one representing independent

nul tiple stores;

(4 The director of a statewide grocers association;

(5) Two recipients of supplenental nutrition and services

fromthe state WC program

(6) One representative of a specialty retailer such as a

pharnacy or a state-WGC-programonly retailer;

(7) Two representatives of groups which advocate for

recipients of supplenental nutrition and services from the state WC

program
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(8 One local director or coordinator for the state WC

program and

(9) The state director of the state WC program

The appointnents to the board should be geographically

di ver se, representing the urban and rural areas _ of Nebr aska.

The board shall neet at least twice annually to review the

status of the state WC program The nenbers of the board shall

receive no conpensation but shall be reinbursed for their actual and

necessary expenses in the discharge of their duties as provided in

sections 81-1174 to 81-1177.

Sec. 2. The Nebraska Wnen, Infants., and Children Program

Advi sory Board shall issue an annual report outlining its findings and

reconmendations to the Governor and the Health and Human Services

Committee of the Leqgislature. The Nebraska Health and Human Servi ces

System shall provide adnministrative support to the advisory board and

shall be responsible for production and distribution of such annual

report.
